Bill Wood, sophomore physical 
education major, serves as his 
assistant, handling the computer 
oriented side of the business, 
“Bill is a computer genius, and 
I’m not" Kaiser said.

New chancellor may be 
selected by next Friday

With the semester drawing to 
a close, almost everyone at 
LSUS is anxious to find out 
who will be our new chancellor. 

The answer to this question 
could come as soon as Nov. 16. 

Dr. Allen Copping, president 
of the LSU system, said that 
although the three finalists for 
the position still have to meet 
with the Board of Supervisors, 
he is hopeful that by next 
Friday one candidate wilt be 
selected to take over for Dr. 
Grady Bogue. "We're aiming 
for the 16th, but 1 can’t promise 
that a new chancellor will have 
been chosen by then." 

The three finalists are: 


Dr. John R. Darling, provost 
and vice president for academic 
affairs of Mississippi State 
University; 

Dr. Keith G. Lovin, provost 
and vice president for academic 
and student affairs at the 
University of Southern 
Colorado, in Pueblo; Dr. 
William J. Nunez, dean of liber¬ 
al arts and sciences at Missouri 
Western State College, in St. 
Joseph. 

Dr. Jimmie Smith, associate 
professor of psychology, said 
several items could delay the 
selection process. “The Board 
may want more information on 
the candidates or they may not 
agree on a finalist.” Smith 
served as chairman of the chan¬ 
cellor search committee. 


Proposal helps disabled

For most students, attending 
classes at LSUS poses no major 
problems, but for the disabled, 
maneuvering around campus 
can be a frustrating task. 

However, help may be on 
the way to alleviate this prob¬ 
lem. 

The Student Government 
Association has passed a pro¬ 
posal which, if properly funded, 
will call attention to the hard¬ 
ships faced by handicapped stu¬ 
dents. 

Proposed by President pro¬ 
temp Dale Kaiser, the measure 
calls for purchasing large yield- 
to-handicappcd-students signs 
to be placed on the walls out¬ 
side each elevator, posting a list 
of etiquette rules outside each 
elevator, constructing handi¬ 


capped entrances into the mall 
area, and holding “A Day in the 
Chair" during the spring 
semester to give participants a 
different perspective of campus 
life. 

Although he would like to 
implement the changes as soon 
as possible, Kaiser said he will 

have to wail and see if funding 
will be available. “We may 
have to go to the state and get 
some legislative backing." 

But SGA President Barry 
Montgomery feels the matter 
may not be so complicated. 
“I'm not sure if there’s enough 
in the SGA budget to have the 
mall entrances built, but I know 
we have enough to at least have 
the signs put up." 

Montgomery said he wants 
to place four signs in Bronson 
Hall, three in the Science 
Building, three in the Business 


Education Building, and two in 
the HPE Building. “I’ve already 
picked out some signs that I’d 
like to order." 

While posting the signs may 
be a good idea, at least one 
handicapped student believes 
spending the money elsewhere 
would be more advantageous. 
Dcshae Lott, sophomore 
English and public relations 
major, said, “Most likely, the 
people ignoring the presently 
posted signs will continue to 
ignore the new signs as well." 
Currently there are notices 
inside each elevator urging 
able-bodied persons to yield tc 

the handicapped. 

This problem hasn’t escaped 
the attention of the SGA. 
Montgomery said that although

Proposal would educate 
able-bodied students 


The Student Govern¬ 
ment Association has suc¬ 
ceeded in bringing to the 
forefront a topic which is 
all too often simply 
ignored: the plight of 
handicapped students. 

The proposal by Presi¬ 
dent pro-temp Dale Kaiser 
to hold “A Day in the 
Chair” to make others 
aware of what a disabled 
person must endure each 
day just to attend classes 
is a good one. 

Kaiser said he felt the 
need to make the proposal 
because many able-bodied 
students seem to ignore 
those who have a harder 
time getting around. 

What’s sad about the 
whole ordeal is that the 
manners of some on cam¬ 
pus towards handicapped 
individuals have become 
so bad that it’s taken an 


act by the SGA to set 
things straight again. 

Sure there are those 
students who remember to 
hold open a door or to 
yield to handicapped per¬ 
sons getting on the eleva¬ 
tors, but undoubtedly the 
vast majority fail to real¬ 
ize how difficult it is for 
the disabled to make their 
way through the halls and 
to the various buildings, 
especially between class¬ 
es. 

How many would be 
willing to change places 
with a wheelchair-bound 
individual, knowing that 
each day you’d face a 
crowd of people in such a 
hurry to reach their desti¬ 
nations that they don’t 
have the decency to offer 
a helping hand? There 
probably wouldn’t be 
many takers. 


Perhaps in the future 
we won’t need a move by 
our campus leaders to 
remind us of how we 
ought to treat one another. 
But until such a time 
arrives, it would be wise 
to remember that one day 
we may be the one need¬ 
ing assistance.

Travel program returns

For those wanting to travel 
next summer, LSUS may have 
the answer. 

After a two-year absence, 
the University’s International 
Studies Program is back and, 
this year, it’s headed to Britain. 

For $3300, which includes 
air fare, land travel, a room, two 
meals most days, admissions 
and entrance fees, tips, LSUS 
fees, and trip accident insur¬ 
ance, students gel the opportu¬ 
nity to visit England, Scotland, 
and Wales. 

Conducted by Carol Hall, 
assistant, professor of computer 
science,: and her husband Dr. 
John Ha31, social science pro¬ 
fessor, the trip runs from July 2 
to July 23 and offers students 
the chance to eam three hours 
credit in Geography 290, 490, 
or 690, or Humanities 198. 

“It will give students a 
chance to experience an 
extracurricular activity that is 
different from simply staying in 
town,” Mrs. Hall said. “We will 
visit many different sites, such 
as Stonehenge and Nottingham 


Forest.” Other stops may 
include Westminster Abbey and 
Madam Tussaud’s Wax 
Museum. 

But don't get the idea that 
this is just another dull tourist 
excursion. "On some tours peo¬ 
ple travel through towns and 
villages, never understanding 
what they’re seeing," she said. 
“On our trip, there will be 
explanations of what students 
are seeing as we pass through 
different areas.” 

Participants will also indulge 
in native cusine. “We will eat 
the same type of food the locals 
eat. You won’t be able to run to 
the nearest McDonald's for a 
hamburger,” Hall said. 

While on the trip, students 
will be asked to keep a daily 
journal of their experiences, 
which will be used in writing a 
paper upon return to the United 
States. “It will be sort of a 
'what I did on my summer 
vacation’ type paper,” Hall said. 

Students will be given free 
time to visit points of interest, 
shop, go to the theater, or just 
relax and enjoy the scenery. 

Hall said the program only 
allows for 33 people, although 


she wishes she could take more. 
“If we can’t get enough people 
going this year, then we may 
not be able to have the program 
anymore." 

According to Dr. Vincent 
Marsala, dean of continuing 
education (the department 
which sponsors the trip) former 
LSUS instructor Marilyn 
Gibson lead the program in the 
past, but after her retirement in 
1988, a replacement couldn’t be 
found. 

“We would like to hire a per¬ 
manent director for it (the pro¬ 
gram), but we just don’t have 
the money right now,” he said. 
“We can always have the trip if 
there is a faculty member will¬ 
ing to step forward and take it 
over, but Ending the money to 
pay them for doing it is some¬ 
times difficult” 

Nevertheless, Hall remains 
optimistic. Although she has 
been on the trip several times 
before, she said she looks for¬ 
ward to each journey “as if it 
were my first one.”

Remedies for bad grades

Failed a class-or" two? Not 
happy with a D7 Low grade 
point average? Got some extra 
cash to spend? Got some extra 
time to spend? Then you might 
be interested in academic 
bankruptcy or repeat delete. 

LSUS offers academic 
bankruptcy as a way to put the 
past behind and start over with 
a clean GPA. 

A student can claim academ¬ 
ic bankruptcy if he or she has 
not been enrolled in a universi¬ 
ty or college for three consecu¬ 
tive years. No former college 
work will be averaged into the 
returning student's GPA, 
though the work will appear on 
the student's permanent record. 

Academic bankruptcy, which 
can only be claimed once, is 
final and irreversible. A stu¬ 
dent wishing to declare aca¬ 
demic bankruptcy must do so a 
year before being admitted into 
LSUS. 


With repeat delete, on the 
other hand, the student does not 
have to start all over. It gives 
the student the oportunity to 
bring up grades. The student 
signs up for class again, and 
whatever grade he or she cams 
the second time replaces the 
former grade. This new grade 
is averaged into the student's 
GPA. The bad grade is deleted 
from the GPA but not from the 
permanent record. 

If the student has taken the 
class at another university or 
college and wants to retake the 
course at LSUS, then the first 
grade is not deleted but is aver¬ 
aged into the GPA. The only 
circumstance under which the 
grade will be deleted is if the 
student takes both classes at 
LSUS. 

According to Kathy Plante, 
registrar and director of admis¬ 
sions, the number of students 
who declared academic 
bankri incy in 1987 was 16, 
while i declared it in 1988, 


and 35 in 1989. 

“When a student transfers in 
and they are eligible for aca¬ 
demic bankruptcy, we will indi¬ 
cate on their evaluation that 
they might consider pursuing it, 
but the choice is entirely up to 
the student,” Plante said. 

“I can’t say how many stu¬ 
dents have chosen to repeat a 
class and delete their grade 
because the computer does it 
all. With repeat delete there is 
not a process you have to go 
through. It’s very simple to 
do.” 

Academic bankruptcy and 
repeat delete have been offered 
at LSUS for several years, but 
because they apply only to cer¬ 
tain students in certain situa¬ 
tions, a lot of students don’t 
know that these alternatives 
exist. 

So, if you have some extra 
cash to spend and feel like sil¬ 
ting in the same class again or 
repeating a whole semester, you 
could wind up with straight As.

Students on call 

Volunteers save lives

They are “on call” nearly 24- 
hours-a-day, seven-days-a- 
wcek. They are trained to save 
lives and to fight fires, and they 
are not paid for it. They are 
volunteer firemen. 

According to Deputy Chief 
Bobby Wilkinson of Caddo Fire 
District #5, in the past, the term 
“volunteer fireman” has carried 
a negative connotation. The 
volunteer programs had very 
little structure, and the volun¬ 
teers who signed up simply 
wanted to play with the sirens. 
These guys gave the program a 
bad name. They were the “bad 
apples” that spoiled the bunch. 

Wilkinson said that the vol¬ 
unteer program has improved 
because the fire districts are 
supported by parish taxes, and, 
no"', funds exist to train the 
firefighters professionally. 

Within Caddo District #5, 
there are three stations and 29 
firemen. Twenty-five of them 


are volunteers. One is an insur¬ 
ance vice-president, one is a 
nurse, and some are LSUS stu¬ 
dents. 

Grayson Boucher, a criminal 
justice major, is a full-time stu¬ 
dent in his first semester at 
LSUS. He wanted to conquer 
his fear of fire, so he became a 
volunteer with district #5. He is 
a First Responder, meaning he 
trains in emergency medical 
procedures and has learned to 
fight fires. 

Boucher said that he has 
noticed the negative feelings 
toward volunteers. “People 
think that volunteer firemen just 
like to run red lights,” he said. 
“But they don’t see us getting 
up at 3 a.m. to help some lady 
falling out of her bed.” 

He said that they are not 
involved with the program for 
recognition, though. They do it 
because they want to help. 

Heilh Pumphrey, also a fresh¬ 
man at LSUS, said that 
responding to medical emergen¬ 
cies ranging from automobile 
accidents to stabbings is part of 


the job. He said that he became 
a volunteer about a year ago 
because he had always been “a 
fan of the medical field.” He is 
also a First Responder for 
District #5. 

Pumphrey admiued, though, 
that daily dealing with trauma 
can take its toll. He said that he 
“keeps his emotions on hold” 
while doing the job, but there 
are times when he loses sleep. 

Seeing accidents involving 
people between the ages of 16 
to 20 bothers Boucher. “Kids 
think they’re going to live for¬ 
ever,” he said. “They just don’t 
realize that stupid mistakes kill 
you.” 

Both Boucher and Pumphrey 
said that they arc volunteers 
because they enjoy helping peo¬ 
ple. Pumphrey said that the bad 
thing about being a volunteer 
fireman is losing a human life. 
He said that it comes with the 
territory, though. “It mi fe ht 
sound like a bad way to look at 
it, but it’s a job,” Pumphrey 
said.

Pilots have good showing

No Larry Birds and no 
Michael Jordans. Last Friday 
night’s home basketball game 
between the LSUS Pilots and 
the Barksdale Bombers wasn’t 
exactly a page out of the Boston 
Celtic’s gamebook at the 
Garden, but it was a victory of 
sorts for the Pilots. 

Although the Pilots lost the 
game 87-82, coach Leon Shaw 
saw some promising play. 
“We’re in the feeling-out pro¬ 
cess right now.

The second half was a com¬ 
plete lum-around for the Pilots 
as the team shot more than SO 
percent from the Held. Late dur¬ 
ing the second half of the game,

team back to within five points 
of taking the lead. 

Riser became the crowd 
favorite and the team’s rallying 
point mid-way through the sec¬ 
ond half, when he sank two 
three-pointers.

it has been discussed, no easy 
solutions have emerged. “It’s 
easy for us to make plans about 
things we want to do, but it’s 
hard to judge how students will 
respond to these changes,” he 
said.
